Previously, and specifically, between the years of 2001 and 2007, 1 served as the 
manager of the intellectual property program at Ribozyme Pharmaceuticals, Inc., a predecessor of 
Sima Therapeutics Inc., and subsequently as the Associate Director and Director of Intellectual 
Property at Sima Therapeutics Inc., before it became a wholly-owned subsidiary of Merck & Co. in 
2007. In those capacities, I prepared and filed multiple patent applications on RNA therapeutics 
with the Patent and Trademai'k Office, including the instant patent application USSN 10/693,059, as 
well as the USSN 10/224,005 ("the '005 application"), published as US 2003/0143732. I am 
familiar with the subject mattei* disclosed and claimed in the above-identified patent applications, 
and the scientific discoveries that had led to the filings of these applications. 
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2. Based on my knowledge of the subject matter of the claimed invention in the instant 
application as well as the subject matter of the other applications prepared for and filed by me on 
behalf of Sima Therapeutics Inc., I conclude that Dr. James McSwiggen is an inventor of the 
cuiTently claimed invention, which, according to the Examiner, was also disclosed the '005 
application.
